A BY-LAW 

For  Beyulatinfj  the  Meetinys  and  General  Conduct  oj 
Business  of  the  Alunicijial  Council,  of  the  Municijiality 
of  Chilliwhack,  B.  C. 

E IT  THEREFORE  ENACTED  BY  THE  REEVE 
and  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  Chilliwhack, 
as  follows; — 

1.  Meetinys  of  Council. — That  all  meetings,  other 
than  special  or  adjourned,  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  each  and  every  month,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Council,  and  the  Chair  shall  be  taken 
at  10  o’clock  a.  m.,  when  no  other  hour  is  specially 
named  in  the  summons  calling  the  meeting,  and  all 
acts  to  be  done  by  this  Council,  and  all  meetings  of 
adjournment  and  others,  save  where  expressed,  be 
done  and  decided  by  a majority  of  the  members  who 
shall  be  present,  the  whole  number  of  members  at 
such  meeting  not  being  less  than  three  Councillors 
and  the  Reeve,  form  a quorum. 

2.  Duties  and  privileyes  of  the  Reeve  or  Presidiny 
Officer. — To  open  the  meetings  at  the  stated  time  by 
taking  the  Chair  and  calling  the  members  to  order, 
and  shall  preserve  order,  and  endeavor  to  conduct  all 
business  before  the  Council  to  a speedy  and  proper 
result,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Reeve,  such  Municipal 
Councillor  as  the  members  of  the  Municipal  Council 
then  assembled,  shall  chose  to  be  the  Chairman  of  that 
meeting.  He  shall  have  a casting  vote  in  all  cases  of 
equality  of  votes,  but  not  otherwise,  and  have,  and 
exercise,  all  the  powers  of  the  Reeve,  as  though  he 
' (the  Reeve)  were  present  at  such  meeting. 

i 3.  He  shall  state  every  question  properly  presented 
^ to  the  Council,  and  before  putting  it  to  vote  sliall  ask 
, “ Is  the  Council  ready  for  the  question  ? ” Should  no 
I member  offer  to  speak,  he  shall  put  it,  after  which  no 
I member  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  upon  it. 

4.  He  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  to 
other  members  of  the  Council,  and  shall  decide  ques- 
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tioris  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Council  by 
any  two  members,  which  appeal  shall  always  be  put 
in  writing.  On  such  an  appeal  no  member  shall  speak 
more  than  once. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presiding  Officer,  and 
the  privilege  of  any  member  of  the  Council,  to  call  a 
member  to  order  who  violates  any  established  rule  of 
order. 

6.  That  at  all  meetings  of  the  Council,  the  Clerk 
shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  Council  meet- 
ing, the  said  minutes  to  be  approved,  or  amended, 
anil  adopted.  Thatheshallstatewhat  communications 
have  been  received  since  the  last  meeting,  relating  to 
the  business  of  the  Council,  and  read  such  of  them  as 
the  Reeve,  or  any  two  members  of  the  Council,  desire 
to  have  reail.  That  after  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting,  and  communications,  have  been  read,  the 
Reports  of  Committees  shall  be  acted  upon  in  the  order 
in  which  they  have  been  received.  Deferred  business 
shall  take  precedence  of  Reports  of  Committees. 

7.  Mode  of  Votinij. — That  the  Council  vote  on  all 
questions  by  show  of  hands,  except  that  on  demand  of 
any  member,  the  Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  and  record 
the  yeas  and  nays.  After  the  roll  is  called  the  result 
shall  be  read  aloud  to  rectify  mistakes,  if  any,  after 
which  the  Clerk  shall  hand  the  vote  to  the  Reeve  or 
Presiding  Officer,  as  the  case  may  be,  who  shall 
announce  the  same;  providing  always,  that  an  election 
of  any  officer  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a majority  of  all 
votes  cast  shall  be  necessai'y  to  elect. 

8.  That  no  motion  or  amendment  be  entertained  by 
the  Council  but  such  as  has  been  moved  and  seconded 
and  delivered  to  the  Clerk  in  writing,  and  signed  by 
the  mover.  That  no  motion  so  received  be  withdrawn 
unless  by  consent  of  the  Council. 

9.  Amendments. — That  when  an  amendment  is 
moved  upon  a motion,  no  further  amendment  be 
moved  or  taken  into  consideration  until  the  first  be 
disi)Osed  of,  but  any  number  of  amendments  may  be 
brought  forward  in  succession,  and  the  question  may 
be  put  in  such  a manner  that  if  one  amendment  be 
negatived,  another  may  be  moved  upon  the  original 
motion;  but  if  an  amendment  be  approved,  it  shall 
then  form  the  motion  under  consideration,  whereon 
further  amendments  may  be  moved,  and  if  after  the 
disposal  of  an  amendment  no  second  or  further 
amendment  be  moved,  the  question  must  ultimately 
be  put  upon  the  original  or  amended  motion,  as  the 
case  may  be,  in  order  to  its  being  passed  as  a resolu- 
tion. No  member  shall  move  more  than  one  amend- 
ment to  the  same  motion. 

10.  That  no  member  of  the  Council  shall  speak 
more  than  once  to  the  same  question,  except  in 
ex])lanation,  or  the  mover  of  the  motion  in  reply, 
which  reply  shall  conclude  the  discussion. 

11.  Sjteakinij  on  Amendments. — That  an  amendment 
being  moved,  no  member  of  the  Council  who  has 
spoken  to  the  original  motion  shall  speak  again 
(except  in  explanation,  or  the  mover  thereof  in  reply) 
until  the  amendment  has  been  put  and  become  the 
amended  motion  before  the  Council.  Councillors  may 
speak  on  such  re-amendment. 

12.  That  when  discussion  arises  upon  amended 
motions,  the  mover  of  the  amendment,  which  has  dis- 
placed the  original  motion,  may  speak  in  reply,  and  so 
on  in  like  manner  in  I'cspcct  to  any  further  and  dis- 
placing amendment.

A BY-LAW 

To  Define,  the.  Duties  and  ,/f.c  the  liemuneration  of  tJto

BY-LAW

~\ATJIKKFiAS  it  is  expedient  to  define  the  duties  of 

Y V the  Assessor  and  Collector  of  the  Mnnieipality 
of  Chilliwhaek. 

Be  it  therefore  enaeted  hy  the  Reeve  and  Conneil  of 
the  Mnnieipality  of  Chilliwhaek,  as  follows: — 

(1.)  'Pile  duties  of  the  Assessor  shall  be  as  follows: — 
He  shall  prepare  an  Assessment  Roll  giving  the  value 
of  all  real  estate  and  improvements,  also  of  all  personal 
pro2ierty  within  the  limits  of  the  Mnnieipality  belong- 
ing to  any  persons  who  are  not  the  owners  of  real 
estate,  specifying  the  nnmber  of  acres  in  each  lot  of 
land  and  fnll  descriiition  of  all  the  2)ersonal  in-operty, 
together  with  the  name  of  the  owner,  and  to  retnrn 
the  said  Roll  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Alnnieipal  Council  on 
a day  to  be  decided  by  a ]3y-Law  to  bo  hereafter 
passed. 

(2.)  He  shall  notify  all  owners  or  their  known  agents 
of  the  increase  (if  any)  made  in  any  assessment  made 
iq^on  real  estate  or  upon  the  imjirovements  thereon, 
and  in  case  of  any  appeal  against  such  assessment,  he 
shall  ajipear  at  the  time  and  place  ai3j)ointed  for  hear- 
ing the  same  v\  ith  sucli  evidence  as  may  be  necessary 
in  the  case. 

(3.)  He  shall  jdace  in  a separate  column  on  the  said 
Roll  all  real  estate  upon  which  no  ijerson  resides  and 
not  making  continual  improvements  on  said  land,  it 
shall  then  be  considered  unimproved  land  and  be  liable 
to  wild  land  tax  of  five  cents  an  acre.  The  owner  or 
owner’s  name  shall  be  given  if  known. 

(4.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessor  to  prepare 
a Roll  of  all  persons  carrying  on  any  trade,  business  or 
calling,  in  accordance  with  the  Revenue  By-Law  levy- 
ing a rate  from  persons;  also  the  names  of  all  persons 
taxable  in  the  Municipality  who  are  not  residing 
therein. 

(5.)  He  shall,  within  one  week  after  the  final  Revis- 
ion of  the  Assessment  Roll  by  the  Council,  be  prepared 
to  hand  his  Roll  so  revised  to  the  Collector,  or  should 
the  duties  of  Assessor  and  Collector  be  performed  by 
the  same  person,  he  should  proceed  to  collect  the 
rates  in  accordance  with  the  duties  laid  down  for  Col- 
lector. 

The  duties  of  Collector  shall  be  as  follows: — 

(6.)  He  shall,  on  receiving  the  Assessment  Roll 
from  the  Assessor,  proceed  without  delay  to  collect 
the  revenue  in  accordance  with  the  Revenue  By-Law. 
1884. 

(7.)  He  shall,  on  printed  forms  to  be  f)i’ocured  for 
that  purpose,  put  down  the  names  of  every  taxable 
person,  together  with  a statement  of  all  rates  due  to 
the  Municipal  Council  by  him,  giving  a statement  of 
the  property  for  which  he  is  taxed,  and  deliver  the 
same  at  the  known  residence  (if  within  the  Municipal- 
ity) of  the  owner  or  his  agent,  (if  any.)  Said  state- 
ment, when  so  delivered,  shall  be  considered  a demand 
for  the  payment  of  taxes  by  the  Collector  for  the  cur- 
rent year. 

(8.)  He  shall  give  printed  receipts  for  all  taxes 
received,  which  receipts  shall  be  numbered  consecu- 
tively with  counterfoil,  and  said  receipts  and  counter- 
foils shall  contain  a statement  of  amount  received  for 
each  tax  separately,  names  of  parties,  date,  and  signed 
by  the  collector.

(10.)  lie  shall  pay  all  itioneys  eolleeted  to  the  trea- 
surer (if  the  M uuieipa lit.y , and  shall  take  ;i  receipt  for 
each  payuicut,  and  shall  at  least  one  day  in  e.'udi 
mouth  sliow  his  cash-bonk  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Muuiei- 
I pal  ( Aiuucil  to  have  the  .(mounts  properly  jiostcil  in 
the  books  of  the  (Corporation. 

(II.)  I le  shall  attend  each  regular  meeting  of  the 
(’ouueil  whenever  re(piired  by  the  Keeve  and  (Council 
or  Finance  Committee,  exhibit  hiseash-book  for  exam- 
ination and  insjieetion. 

(12)  He  shall  notify  the  (Clerk  of  the  Munieipal

structions from  tile  Clerk  by  order  of  the  (Council 
shall  immediately  jiroceed  to  collect  either  by  seizure 
or  by  summons  as  nuiy  be  directed.

(STATUTE  LAHOR  RY-LAW,  1884. 

WHKREA.S  it  is  necessary  to  better  define  how 
Statute  Labour  is  to  be  performed,  and  to  define 
more  fully  the  duties  of  J’athmasters. 

'Therefore  the  Reeve  and  Council  of  Chilliwhaek; 
enact  as  follows: — 

I .  If  any  person  refuses  or  neglects  to  perform  the 
statute  labor  imposed  as  aforesaid,  or  to  jiay  the  sum 
in  lieu  thereof,  fixed  by  this  By-Law  aforesaid,  .after  it 
has  become  due  for  (30)  thirty  days,  such  sum  shall  be 
recovered  at  the  suit  or  instance  of  the  Municipal  Col- 
lector before  .any  .Tustice  of  the  Pe.ace,  together  with 
all  costs  of  the  proceedings,  and  the  whole  amount 
sluallbe  recovered  by  distress  on  the  goods  and  chattel.s, 
wherever  they  may  be  found,  of  the  person  lialile  to 
|iay  the  tax. 

2.  'That  the  Clerk  shall  notify  all  Pathmasters  of 
their  les^^ective  appointments,  and  the  Pathma.sters 
shall  make  oath  before  the  Reeve  or  a .Tustice  of  the 
Peace  th.at  they  will  perform  their  duties  impartiallv 
and  faithfully. 

3.  'That  eight  hours’  work  shall  constitute  one  day’-s 
work.  ■’ 

4.  That  all  statute  Labor  shall  be  performed  in  each, 
beat  at  such  a time  as  the  Council  shall  by  resolution 
dii-ect,  and  the  whole  must  be  performed  not  later  than 
the  lOth  day  of  .September  in  each  year. 

.).  1 hat  the  statute  labor  that  shall  be  pei'forrned 
under  this  By-Law  sh.all  be  done  on  some  recognized 
public  highway,  and  under  the  supeiadsion  of  the  Path- 
mastci,  unless  tlie  Council  give  s^iecial  orders  as  to 
where  the  work  is  to  be  performed.  No  work  done  on 
roads,  except  as  performed  .as  .aforesaid,  shall  be  recog- 
nized as  st.atutc  labor.  ^ 

0.  1 hat  the  Clerk  shall  give  to  each  Patlnnaster,  not 
Later  than  seven  days  after  his  aiiijointment,  a list  of 
all  persons  liable  to  iierfonn  statute  Labor,  and  the 
number  of  (Lays  each  person  has  to  perform  ; and  if  the 
Clerk  shall  omit  any  person,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
i athmaster  to  add  such  person’s  name  to  the  list. 

/.  The  I athmaster  shall  give  four  days’  notice  to  all 
persons  to  perform  their  statute  labor,  and  also  to  in- 
101  m them  what  tools  to  jirovide  themselves  with.  No 
person  shall  be  .allowed  any  pay  for  the  use  of  his 
tools;  each  person  shall  provide  tools  to  work  with. 

8.  In  case  the  P.athmaster  inquires  the  use  of  a yoke 
1 horses  to  work  on  the  roads,  he 

sliall  allow  compcns.ation  for  the  use  of  such  yoke  of 
oxen  or  team  of  horses,  with  the  necessary  implements, 
at  the  rate  of  one  day’s  work  for  each  that  thev  are 
employed. 
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9.  All  money  received  by  the  Pathmasterf^  in  lien  of 
labor,  and  all  moneys  collected  under  clause  2 of  this 
By-Law  shall  be  expended  on  roads  in  the  beat  where 
the  person  resides  who  has  paid  the  tax;  and  in  ex- 
pending^ said  money  thcv  Pathmaster  shall  not  ])ay 
more  than  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  (^1.50)  per  day 
for  each  day’s  work  performed. 

10.  The  Council  shall  by  resolution  divide  the  Alu- 
uicipality  into  as  many  as  are  required,  and  shall  ap- 
point one  person  in  each  beat  as  Pathmaster,  who 
shall  remain  in  office  until  his  successor  is  appointed. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pathmaster  to  have 
any  trees  or  otlier  obstructions  removed  that  Ijlock  up 
the  roads  during  his  term  of  office,  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable. Should  all  the  statute  labor  be  performed,  he 
shall  report  the  time  that  it  took  to  clear  the  obstruc- 
tions to  the  Council  at  the  next  sitting,  who  shall  pay 
for  the  same  at  a reasonable  rate  per  day.

Town  Hall  Loan  By-Law,  1884. 

A By-law  to  enable  the  Corporation  of  the  Mnnkijiality 

of  Chilliwhack  to  rnixe  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 

for  the  purposes  therein  set  forth. 

'VT7  HEREAS  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Muni- 
VV  cipality  of  Chillhvhack  has  resolved  to  raise 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  a Municipal  Hall,  and  in  order  to  do  so  will 
require  the  sum  of  .81,000,  to  be  obtained  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  recited. 

And  whereas  it  will  require  the  sum  of  S247  to  be 
raised  annually,  by  special  rate,  for  the  payment  of 
the  said  debt  and  interest,  as  is  hereinafter  mentioned. 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable  pro- 
perty of  the  said  Municipality,  according  to  the  last  re- 
vised Assessment  Roll,  being  for  the  year  1883,  was 
$100,000,  irrespective  of  any  future  increase  of  the 
rateable  property  of  the  Municipality,  and  of  aii3' 
income  in  the  nature  of  tolls,  interest  on  dividends 
from  the  building,  and  also  irrespective  of  any  income 
from  the  temporary  investments  of  the  sinking  fund, 
or  of  any  part  thereof. 

And  wffiereas  for  paj  ing  the  interest  and  creating 
a sinking  fund  for  jiaying  the  said  principal  sum  of 
$1,000  and  interest,  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  it  will 
requii'e  an  equal  annual  special  rate  of  one-foxu'th  of 
one  per  cent,  on  the  dollar. 

Bo  it  therefoi'e  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Municipality  of  Cliilliwhack : — 

1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Reeve  and  Council 
of  the  Municipality  of  Chilliwhack  to  raise  by  way  of 
loan,  from  any  ])crson  or  persons,  body  or  bodies  cor- 
porate who  may  be  willing  to  advance  tlie  same  upon 
tlie  credit  of  the  debentures  hereinafter  mentioned,  a 
sum  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of 
$1 ,000,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  lie  paid  into  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  .Municipality,  for  tl\e  pur- 
pose and  with  tlie  object  above  as  above  recited. 

2.  That  it  sliall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Reeve  and 
Council  to  cause  any  number  of  debentures  to  be  made, 
for  such  sums  of  money  as  may  bo  recpiired,  but  less 
than  $100  each,  and  tliat  tlie  said  debentures  shall  be 
sealuil  witli  the  seal  of  the  said  Municipality  of  Chilli- 
whack, and  bo  signed  by  tlie  saiil  Reeve. 

3.  'I'liat  the  said  debentures  shall  bo  made  payable 
in  six  years  at  farthe.st  from  the  day  hereinafter  men- 
tioned for  this  By  law  to  take  ellect,  at  the  residence 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Municiiialitj',  and  shall  have 
attached  to  them  cmqions  for  the  payment  of  interest. 

4.  That  the  .said  debentures  shall  bear  interc.st  at 
and  after  the  rate  of  eight  ]>cr  cent.  )ier  annum  from 
the  date  thereof,  which  interest  shall  be  payable  annu- 
ally at  the  residence  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  said 
M unicipality. 

.5.  'I’hat  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a Sinking  Fund 
for  the  payment  of  the  said  debentures,  and  tlie  inter- 
est at  the  rate  aforesaiil  to  become  due  thereon,  an 
equal  sjiecial  rate  of  one-fourth  of  one  per  cent,  on  the 
dollar  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other  rates,  be  raised, 
levied,  and  colleeted  in  each  year  upon  all  rateable 
liroperty  in  the  said  Municipality  during  the  continu- 
ance of  the  said  debentures  or  any  of  them. 

(i.  It  shall  lie  lawful  for  the  said  Municipal  Council 
from  time  to  time  to  purchase  any  of  the  said  deben- 


tures from  persons  desirous  of  selling  the  same,  and 
all  debentures  so  re-purchased  shall  be  forthwith  can- 
celled and  destroyed,  and  no  re-issue  of  debentures 
shall  be  made  in  consequence  of  such  re-purchase.  _ 
That  this  By-Law  shall  take  effect  and  come  into 
operation  upon  the  day  of  A.D.  1884.

A BY-LAW 

To  assejts  Real  and  Personal  Property  in  the  Chilliirhack 
Municipality  for  the  year  ISS//. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  IHuniciixil  Council 
of  the  Municipality  of  Chilliwhack,  B.  C.,  as 
follows: — 

1.  The  Municii)al  Assessor  of  the  Municipalitj" 
aforesaid  shall  jireparo  an  Asses.sment  Roll,  and  shall

7.  Every  person  using  any  of  the  trades,  occupa- 
tions, professions  or  business  in  Schedule  A,  hereunto 
annexed  particularly  described,  shall  take  out  a iieri- 
odical  licence,  for  such  period  as  in  the  said  Schedide 
A is  set  out,  paying  therefor  such  periodical  sum  as 
is  there  specified,  which  said  sum  shall  irrespectively 
be  paid  in  advance  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  Reeve 
and  Council  of  the  Aluuicipality  of  Chilliwhack,  and 
their  successors.

10.  In  the  construction  of  this  By-law  in  describing 
or  referring  to  any  person  or  party,  matter  or  thing, 
any  word  importing  the  masculine  gender  or  singular 
number  shall  be  understood  to  include,  and  shall  be 
applicable  to  several  persons  and  parties,  as  well  as 
one  person  or  party,  and  females  as  well  as  males,  and 
bodies  corporate  as  well  as  individuals,  and  several 
matters  or  things  as  well  as  one  matter  or  thing,  unless 
it  be  otherwise  provided,  or  there  be  something  in  the 
subject  or  context  repugnant  to  such  construction.

A BY-LAW 

For  levybuf  a rale  on  all  real  property  and  personal 

properly  of  all  who  are  not  assessed  for  real  property 

on  the  Assessment  Roll  for  the  Chlllhchaelc  Municipality. 

HEREAS  the  Assessment  Roll  for  the  Chilli- 
whack Municipality,  for  the  year  1884,  has 
been  finally  revised. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Chilliwhack  Municipality  as  follows: — 

1.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  for  the 
current  year,  upon  all  real  property  in  the  said  Assess- 
ment Roll  mentioned,  an  equ.al  rate  of  f of  1%  (three- 
fourths  of  one  per  cent. ) on  the  assessed  value  thei’eof, 
as  appears  by  the  said  Roll. 

2.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected,  for 
the  current  year,  upon  all  the  personal  property  (except 
those  who  are  assessed  for  real  property)  in  the  said 
Assessment  Roll  mentioned,  an  equal  rate  of  three- 
fourths  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  assessed  value  thereof, 
as  ap|)cars  by  the  said  Roll. 

3.  The  aforesaid  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  by 
the  person  or  persons  liable  for  the  same  to  the  Col- 
lector of  the  Municipal  Council  on  or  before  the  15th 
day  of  October,  1884. 

4.  The  Collector  ujjon  receiving  his  collecting  roll 
or  other  instructions  to  collect,  shall  proceed  to  collect 
the  rates  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  “Municipality 
Act,  1881,”  and  in  the  event  of  such  rates  or  taxes  not 
being  collected,  then  such  other  proceedings  may  be 
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taken  for  recovering  or  securing  the  same,  whether  by 
sale  of  the  land  in  respect  of  which  such  taxes  have 
been  levied  or  assessed,  or  otherwise,  as  are  prescribed 
by  law  in  relation  thereto.

A BY-LAW 

To  Regulate  the  the  Election  of  Reeve  and  Councillors  for 
the.  Municipcditi/  of  Chilli ivhack  for  the  year  1884. 

The  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  Chil- 
liwhack, enacts  as  follows:— 

1.  The  nomination  of  candidates  for  the  respective 
offices  of  Reeve  and  Councillors  for  the  Chilliwhack 
Municipality  for  the  year  1885,  shall  take  place  at  the 
Council  Chambers,  Centreville,  in  the  said  Municipal- 
ity, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Munici- 
pality Act,  1881,  and  amending  Acts. 

2.  AndJames  Patterson,  Esq.,  of  said  Municipality, 
is  hereby  apjiointcd  Returning  Oflicer  thereat. 

3.  The  said  Returning  Olheer  shall  prepare  bal- 
lot papers  for  taking  the  votes  of  the  electors  for 
Councillors,  for  any  ^^•ard  or  wards  in  which  a poll  is 
required  for  the  cdection  of  Councillors. 

4.  In  case  a |)oll  is  required  for  election  of  a Reeve, 
the  said  Retui  ning  Officer  shall  ])repare  separate  ballot 
papers  therefor,  and  the  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be 
taken  at  the  said  ])olling  places. 

5.  On  each  Ixdlot  paper  shall  be  written  the  names 
of  the  several  candidates  for  the  respective  offices,  to- 
getlier  with  their  re.sidenccs  and  ranks,  professions,  or 
occupations,  and  in  the  case  of  Councillors,  the  wards 
or  which  such  candidates  are  nominated. 

f 


6.  Each  ballot  paper  shall  have  a number  printed  or 
written  or  marked  on  the  back,  also  the  Corporation 
Seal  stamped. 

7.  The  polling  place  shall  be  furnished  with  a com- 
partment in  which  the  voters  can  mark  their  votes 
screened  from  observation,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Returning  Officer  to  see  that  a proper  compartment 
for  that  purpose  is  provided  at  the  polling  place. 

8.  The  Returning  Officer  shall,  immediately  before 
the  commencement  of  the  poll,  show  the  ballot  box  to 
such  persons  as  are  present  in  the  polling  place  so 
that  they  may  sec  that  it  is  empty,  and  he  shall  then 
lock  the  box  and  ]>lace  his  seal  upon  it  in  such  a man- 
ner as  to  prevent  it  being  opiened  without  breaking  the 
seal,  and  he  shall  then  place  the  box  in  his  view  for 
the  receipt  of  ballot  papers,  and  shall  keep  it  so  locked 
and  sealed. 

9.  Before  or  at  the  time  of  voting  the  Returning 
Office  shall  mark  l)oth  sides  of  the  ballot  pjapser  or 
papers  with  his  initials,  and  deliver  the  paper  or 
papers  to  the  voter  within  tlie  polling  station  after 
having  marked  the  number  of  such  voter  on  the  list  of 
voters. 

10.  The  voter  sliall,  upon  receiving  tlie  ballot  paper 
or  papers,  forthwith  proceed  into  the  compartment 
provided  for  the  purj)ose,  and  shall  secretly  mark  his 
ballot  paper  or  papers  with  a X on  the  right  hand 
side  opposite  the  name  of  any  candidate  for  whom  he 
desires  to  vote,  and  shall  then  fold  the  ballot  paper  or 
papers  across  so  as  to  conceal  the  name  of  the  candi- 
date and  the  mark  upon  the  face  of  such  ballot  paper 
or  papers,  and  so  as  to  expose  the  initials  of  the  Re- 
turning Officer,  and  shall  place  the  same  in  the  ballot 
box  so  provided  in  the  presence  of  the  said  Returning 
Officer. 

11.  Immediately  after  the  close  ofthepollatthepoll- 
ing  place  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  in  the  presence 
of  such  of  the  candidates  or  of  their  agents  as  may 
then  be  present,  open  the  ballot  boxes  and  proceed  to 
count  the  votes  as  follows: — 

12.  He  shall  examine  the  ballot  papers  and  any 
ballot  paper  which  has  not  on  its  back  the  name  or 
initials  of  the  Returning  Officer,  or  his  own  name  or 
initials  in  his  own  ward,  or  on  which  more  votes  are 
given  than  the  elector  is  entitled  to  give,  or  on  which 
anything  except  the  initials  of  the  Returning  Officer 
oil  the  back  is  written  or  marked,  by  ^vhicli  the  voters 
can  be  identified,  .shall  be  void  and  shall  not  be  count- 
ed, and  on  any  ballot  paper  on  which  votes  are  given 
for  a greater  number  of  candidates  for  any  office  than 
the  voter  is  entitled  to  vote  for  shall  be  void,  as  re- 
gards all  the  candidates  for  such  office. 

13.  The  Returning  Officer  shall,  immediately  after 
declaring  the  result  of  the  election,  seal  up  securely 
the  ballot  papers  used  at  an  election,  and  keep  the 
same  in  his  possession  for  twelve  months  unless  legally 
called  upon  to  deliver  up  the  same,  after  which  they 
shall  be  destroyed  by  said  Returuing  Officer. 

14.  This  By-LaM'  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as 
the  Municipal  Election  Regulation  By-LaM"  for  1885. 

This  By-Law  was  rea<l  the  third  time  and  passed  by
